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The following constitutes the reasons for this bill and the purposes which are sought to be
accomplished thereby:

LB 457 requires a court reviewing mattersin foster care placement, to ask questions of foster
parents, preadoptive parents or relatives providing care for a child if they are in attendance at the
court review.

Under current law acourt may ask questions of afoster parent, preadoptive parents, or relatives
providing care for such child at court reviews.

Requiring foster parents or relatives in attendance at court proceedings to answer questions about

the well-being of afoster child being reviewed, gives those individuals aright to be heard in the
foster care proceedings.
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
